"We must meet tlio difficulty im- 
posed on Gaunda by the rcckleHS ar- 
raugemonts of tho late Govenimout 
with roioroiico to tho Pacilio JRailway, 
under whiL'ii thoy pledged the honour 
atid rortoiircoa of this country 
to the cuminoiicoiiieut of that 
gigantic work in July 1873, and to its 
complotiou by July, 1881. That com- 
pact has already been broken. Over a 
million has now been spent in sarye.yH, 
but no part of tliia lino has yob been lo- 
cated, and the bargainis, as we always 
said it AvaH, incapable of literal fullil- 
raeut. Wo must, therefore, endeavor 
to arrange with IBritish Columbia for 
suck, a relaxation of its terras as may 
give time for the completion of the sur- 
veys and tho acquisition of the infoi- 
niation necessary to an intelli<jent ap- 
)5rohenhion of tlio work, and for its 
Hubrfcquent prosecution with rucIi 
■speed, and under such arrangements, 
as the resources of the couuLry will 
permit witUoutitoo largely inorea.siny 
the burden of taxation on the people. 

In the meantime, with a view to ob- 
tain a speedy means of coniinunicatioii 
across the Continent, and to facilitate 
the construction of the Railway itself, 
it Avill bo our policy to utilize tho enor- 
mous stret9hes oi~ magnificenb.jvat^r 
comiiiuuicakibn which lie betwben a 
point not far from the Kocky Moun- 
tains and Fort Gurry, and between 
Lake Superior and French river on the 
Georgian Bay, thus avoiding for the 
present the construction of about 1,3U0 
miles of railway estimated tc cost from 
sixty to eighty millions of dollars, and 
rendering the resources of the country 
available foi the prosecution of those 
links of the Pacifio Kail way which are 
necessary in order to form a complete 
line of rail and steamboat commuuiea- 
tion from easl to w tab. 

This will involve the construction of 
a short line of railway from the mouth 
of Freuch river, on Geoi-giaii Cay, to 
the south-east shore of Lake N'ipi.s.sing, 
and a grant in aid of extension to that 

{)oiut of the existing and jjrjjected 
ines in Quebec and Ontario. 

We propoHO al.so to facilitate the 
construction of the Lraiic-h lino from 
Fort Ciarr}' to Pt'inbina, already- pro- 
vided for by Parliament, aUhou<^h we 
cannot hope that this will be accom- 
plished by December next, the time' 
limited by the late Government for its 
completion. 

We shall endeavor to make those 
great works auxiliary to the promotion 
of immigration on an extensive scale, 
and to the settlement and develop- 
ment of those rieli and fertile territor- 
ies pn which our hopes for the future 
o*f Caiiada are so largely fixed." 

Commenting upon thia part of the 
programme, in a leading article, tho 
'Glube' says: — 

"The iu.saiie pledge given to British 
Columbia to caminence the Pacific 
Sailnray in July, 1873, and to com- 
plete it in the July of 1881, could have 
emanated only from a mind tainted 
Avitb the incliIrL'ieiu'O of tho French 
King who cried'Atter mo the deluge." 
That pledge it was impossible to. fe- 
deem. Buchau agreement Avas made 
to be broken. The fi-agments of the 
ruptured eorapiicb are already lying 
about, andyet over a million has liecn 
spent in Hui-vuys. Tho bargain could 
not uiul cannot bo fullillod, for the 
same l easou that would prevent a con- 
tract to build a railway to the moon 
being carried out to wit, tlie inhercaf 
impossibilities of the l aso. A re- 
nrrajjgement must thorcforo He mmlc 
with iiritish Columbia. Tho work 
must of course be begun as soon 
as possible. Bat tho propo- 
positiou to commence at once, with 
the intention of going right across tho 
continent as the crow flies from a diii- 
tant iiebl of prey to her nest in the 
evening, is ruliculous, and therefore 
out of ;hQ question. The proper way is 
to commence and carry out routes of 
practicable railway communication 
with as much despatch as is consistent 
with adequate knowledge, and so go 
forward building as oppoi tunity olTor.-i 
and necessity impels. But to lix a 
near date for tho completion of a work 
BO giguntio is not to be . thought of. 
Meanwhile meons will be found for 
utilizing the stretches of water with 
which this continent is so richly en- 
dowed.'" 

Tho distances of the several aootiona of 
railway uecas.s;iry to coinploto what Mr. 
Mikokouzio c;lll^^ tho "intunnoiUato links" 
m-c — lirHt, from the waterH of tlio I'licilii^ 
to tho w*toifi of tbo Hu^katcliewau, about 
660 miles. Second, from Tort Garry to 
Lake Superior, termiuQtiii({ either at 
Thunder iSay or Nopigon Hay, as Burveys 
now being maile may tlotorniiuo, about -liJO 
inilea; and that from the mouthof Froiicli 
Biver to the OtUuvu Vulloy, probably 
80 or 90 milsB. To reach tliin oaHtoru 
point, existing railway companioa will bo 
aided by the Government, in extending 
their lines, so that the r'dads now liuing 
built up the Ottawa valley, us well as 
thoBO extoniliag north from Lake On 
tario, may Uiul an easy conaeclioji, and 
thus an excolloat Riimmor route will lie 
found acrosa tho continent on our own 
territorv; while the waterways of the L'ar 
West will not only form a travelling 
ronte for the present, but bo largely bene- 
floial for tranBporting materials and mou 
foi- tho conHtruotiou of tho railway. lu 
tho aoction between Lake Superior and 




430 uiilea in length, it must bo roiuem- 
bcrcdthat Lake of the Woods, Ilainy 
Kivor.'aijdJiaiDyvIiako furnish togothor 
about 200 miles fro in west to east of navi- 
gable water, requiring only two_ locks at 
Fort Francis to make tho navigation con- 
tinuoup for that distance. Tho Dominion 
have now two largo stoamers on tlioBO 
lakes, besides tugs and steam lauuohua; 
but tho waut cf railways from Luke Hu- 
i>crior to the noi'tli^eost' ffrm of Eainy 
TiaUe, and from Iikke of the Woods to 
I'ort Garry, gives the atoamors very little 
to do." 

Tho MiiU, couimenting upon Mr. Mao- 
Itcii/.ie's Viulway policy, aaya. 

. "When Mr. Maokoniiio ventures to do- 
ciaro that the compact with British Col- 
bia has already been broken, ho knows 
that ho is taking advantage of a quibble, 
and of the doubt which crossed his own 
mind ho pivo,") ample proof in tho siibae- 
queut deolniation that "wo must endea- 
vour to nrrungo with Briiish Columbia 
for a relaxatioa of its toinis." How is it 
possible for the compact to be broken and 
tho tonus still to exist? Mr. Mackonzio 
may inipalo himself on which horn of tho 
dilemma of \n» own croiition ha pleaaos. 

"i'lio Ih-itisli ColunibirtHH havo alway.s 
regarded the compiu tas still in force, and 
Wore willing to place tlu'insolves fraiikl.y 
in tbo hands of the (iovornmeiit which 
put forth its utmost endeavour to act in 
g )od "^a th towards them. We can vrel I fan y 
tho indignation which will be arouHoii 
in tho l^aoilic I'rovinco— so basely treated 
hy this-'Kol'oriu Govornmont" — when Mr. 
Mackonzie'B ultimatum to tliein becomes 
known woKt of Kocky i\Ionntains." 

It will be admitted Biiti«h Ooluinbia 
has ton miieh cause for alarm, and that 
the gloomy forebodings ooutaincd in the 
Hon. Dr. Holmcken's excellent letter 
wiiich wo nnbhslioil on Friday, ware not 
witlioutKomo jn.stiliL'ation. If eviM-15iiti.sli 
Colunibiii Htocjil in need of wise ('oun.scl 
it is 1UHY. A cureful, united andlirni pol- 
icy is her only safety. This is a time 
wbon tho ht'Mt niea are called upon to 
come to tUn front. Let patriotism. i)ot 
])artiz;uisliip, have the sway now, and lot 
tho rasii tiiikt riiiK of incompetent palter- 
or.s be placed iiiulcr i)ruaent'. restraint.

Tho infornuUiou of Inspector J3owdcn, 
charging Si;hooley with the murder, was 
read. xVlso, tho dying deposition of tho 
deceased, whiub bus been already pub- 
lished. 

Tho six-shooter with which tbo crime 
was done, tho two derringer pistols and 
a slfeiith-lcnife found on the prisoner, lay 
ou tho Clerk's table. 

Inspector Bowdeu, sworn— When I ou- 
tored tl"e room in which- tbo prisoner was 
taken I found lying by hiui lliia six- 
shooter; it was Cijoked and I stepped on 
it and it wont oil"; five of the barrels had 
been previously disoharged. One of the 
derringers was found at full cock in bis 
pocket. Tho knife w.is lying on the floor. 
Tho other derringer, also loaded and 
cocked, was fouiul in tho room next 
luoruiug. 

Mr. Johnson asked if it were not po.s- 
Bible to conclude .tho oxamination at this 
point.and sendjjihg'tprisoner for trial. Tho 
killing was admit'tedT hut the feelings of 
thu ladies of the family were to be com- 
ni-sorated. ~ and after the examination 
before tbo Coroner's J nry, yc:iterday, 
might not those feelings be apared by not 
j)rolouging the enquiry to day ?

— She 
flaid that when tho prisoner iivod ho stood 
on the soqoud step leading to the kitelieu. 
.jjlhiil&af aliot, she thought, wont through 
deceased's hand; the second i)a.ssed 
through his baek. There w.is no provo- 
oiitiou Ijoyoud the mild remoustranco of 
Torman.with Hchooley, as narrated by 
this witness beforo the Coroner's Jury. 

By Mr. Johnson--Sclioo'ey had no rea- 
son for enmity, to Forman, He often 
said he had been very kind to him. 
Sdhnoley had boon drinking. 

The clothes worn by Mv. Forman at 
thu tim < ho was killed were shown to 
•witnoKH and ree.ogni/ed by her. 

Hon. Dv. Holmcl;eu, sworn— After re- 
poating his evidenco given boforo tbo 
Coroner's Jury, 3)r. Helmeken said that 
lie hud fiinco made a post nwriem exami- 
niition of the body. Ho found tlnit the 
wound in thn back pa.ssed tiiiongb the 
upper lobe of the right lun,'.; and threngh 
the breastbone— one continui'd track. The 
wound in tbo back was between tho fifth 
and s.isth ribs. Tho right cavity of tho 
chest contained about a quart of blood. 
These clothes I assisted in cutting olT Mr. 
Forman. He died from tho elTects of the 
injuries I iiave described. 

J. K. Andoraon was uworii, but his c\ i- 
donee was tho same as thiit given by him 
before, tho Coroner's Jury. 

The Magistrate said that he would 
commit the i)riBOiior, and in reply to the 
usu-.\l ipu.'stion---"'.Uo you wish to yay 
anythintr in answer to the charge?"
